Considering 
that the average plant sold is about seven years old, we have to 
do a considerable amount of planning for the future. In addition, 
the increased demand for our locally-grown plants has forced us to 
extend our growing acreage, and land in Weston is being gradually 
absorbed for home building. 
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How to Reach Our Nurseries 


HE main office of the Weston Nurseries, Inc., is located in the southern part of Weston just off 
Route 30 (Commonwealth Avenue out of Boston) four miles west of the intersection of Route 
128. After crossing Wellesley Street, continue on Route 30 about 4 mile to Winter Street, which is 
the first street on the left. The office and sales yard is about Y% mile down Winter Street on the right. 
From the Boston-Worcester Turnpike (Route 9) take Weston Road toward Weston at Wellesley 
Fells for 214 miles and turn left on Brown Street at the aqueduct. 
In Hopkinton our office is located on Frankland Street just off Route 135. Part of the nurseries 
are on Route 135 on the right-hand side as you drive from Ashland toward Hopkinton. Signs will 
direct you up the hill to the sales grounds on the right. 


Evergreens 


Few, if any, plantings are effective without the use of evergreen 
trees or shrubs. Their presence reinforces the entire planting in the 
esthetic sense, and without evergreens the effect desired in a land- 
scape grouping is lost. 

As backgrounds and windbreaks they have no equal. Every plant- 
ing needs the weight and stability of an evergreen to contrast and 
shield the more dainty and picturesque flowering trees, shrubs, and 
perennials.

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Hardy Opnenianill Shrubs 


It is interesting to note that many of the common shrubs in our 
everyday landscape are available to us because of the exacting ef- 
forts of early plant-hunting expeditions to distant corners of the 
world. 

The growth of horticultural interest in America has necessitated 
broader cultivation of plant varieties and the development of new 
forms. The following listed plants are representative of the entire 
ornamental shrub group and individually have their place as speci- 
mens or as a part of the flowering shrub border. You will find them 
hardy and readily adjustable to your garden or home landscape 
and a never-ending source of pleasure in flower color and ornamen- 
tal fruits. 

All shrubs, except Azaleas and those marked B & B, will be dug 
bare-rooted and wrapped in moist hay or other material unless 
otherwise notified. During late spring and summer, when in leaf or 
flower, these shrubs should be balled and burlapped. The cost of 
balling and burlapping, 50¢ per plant, should be added to the 
catalogue price.

bas above Kodachrome is taken from Peter J. Mezitt’s home 
looking down on part of the nursery. In the distant lowland is our 
interesting old abandoned cranberry bog with its hand-dug canals. 
In front of it is a patch of emerald green winter rye — part of a 
five-acre field — planted to control soil erosion and to build up 
the soil for nursery crops. 

The patch of green on the lower right side is a part of our major 
diversion terrace — a sod strip fifty to one hundred feet wide, 
banked up on the lower side from three to six feet. It extends 
around the entire face of the hill, catches all excess water, filters 
it clear as crystal through the filter strip of grass sod and then 
empties the water into a babbling brook down to the cranberry 
bog. Maps show that our hill, and consequently this terrace, is the 
first watershed of the Charles River. 

The very green tree in the center of the block of dogwood is an 
interesting white oak that is reluctant to shed its summer color, 
and we have left it standing though it is a practical nuisance in 
our field. It once served as welcome shade for the cows that pas- 


tured on this sunny slope.

P\gases on the lookout for the unusual, we have been grow- 
ing Gordomia alatamaha, the Franklinia Tree, for the past five 
years. It is reputed to be tender, but has not suffered with us as yet. 

The history of this beautiful and fragrant autumn-flowering tree 
is as dramatic a one as we have heard: A few plants were discovered 
wild in the swamps of Georgia in 1770 and brought to the gardens 
around Philadelphia. It then was named Franklinia, probably for 
Benjamin Franklin. Later it was found to be of the genus Gordonia. 
In 1790 the plant had disappeared and a search was made in 
Georgia, but no plants were ever found in the wild again. A lone 
plant was later found in the Bartram Gardens near Philadelphia 


and all existing plants are supposedly from this specimen.
